DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 4- 1 4 are allowed, renumbered as claims 1-11. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art made of record fails to teach. 

Regarding Claim 4, 

An optical transmission system in which an optical signal is transmitted from an optical 
transmission apparatus to an optical receiving apparatus via an optical 
transmission path, comprising: 

a degree of polarization measurement section that measures a degree of polarization of 
said optical signal; and 

an optical SNR calculation section that stores an initial value of said degree of 

polarization of said optical signal, and determines a change amount in an optical 
signal to noise ratio of said optical signal according to a change between a 
measured value of the degree of polarization obtained in said degree of 
polarization measuring section relative to said stored initial value, wherein said 
degree of polarization measurement section that measures said degree of 
polarization of said optical signal after a predetermined amount of time has 
elapsed from a time when said initial value was stored, and said predetermined 
amount of time is set so that said degree of polarization measurement section to 
measure the change in said degree of polarization due to a change in the optical 
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signal to noise ratio, when a change in said degree of polarization due to a 
change in a polarization mode dispersion is compensated. 

3. The examiner found no suggestions or motivations to combine similar teachings 
from prior art made of record to overcome the limitations as discussed above regarding 
claim 4, and corresponding limitations in claim 12.
